“substantial amount” of stock in 
Cam-Record Co., Inc., which did 
an estimated $100,000-a-year 
business with the state in micro- 
filming state records.

The report was 
then typed up at headquarters 
from the written report and 
filed in brown envelopes, re- 
gardiess of whether any police 
action was involved.

It is planned hereafter to re- 
quire written reports only when 
actual police action is involved, 
such as an arrest or warning, 
or if the information is needed 
for possible future reference. 

For example, if an officer 
who has gone to investigate a 
report of a suspicious parked § 
car finds that it has gone he 
will notify the dispatcher and 
the radio log of the call is 
marked “unfounded” and no 
further report will be made. 

Forms for booking prisoners 
are being simplified by elim- 
inating many unnecessary ques- 
tions. The booking process 
sometimes required 30 minutes 
because of the multitudinous 
questions. 

Sergeants in each of the 
three police districts formerly 
were required to collect indi- 
vidual reports from each offi- 
cer under their command on 
his day's activities. Each ser- 
geant then spent as much as 
two hours in headquarters pre- 
paring a summary of the re- 
ports. The new system elimi- 
nates the summaries

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (UP) 
The Navy announced today 
it will land planes at the South 
Pole in October and begin 
building a scientific research 
station there. It hopes to have 
the station manned and oper- 
ated by January. 

The Navy gave a comprehen- 
sive outline of the schedule for 
this season's expedition to the 
Antarctic in connection with 
preparations for the 1957-58 In- 
ternational Geophysical Year. 

This year's operation will be 
a far more ambitious Antarctic 
sortie than that of last year. 
The N announced that more 
than 3 men will embark in 
12 ships, leaving the east and 
west coasts between September 
and December to build a group 
of scientific stations, support 
Sases and air facilities. 

In addition, 38 Navy and Air 
Force aircraft will be em- 
ployed. Their complements will 
bring the total manpower in this 
year’s expedition to 3525. They 
will prepare the way for 148 


civilian scientists to occupy re- 
search stations over the winter. 

The number of men assigned 
to Operation Deep Freeze II is 
almost double the 1805 em- 
ployed in Deep Freeze I. 

Major operations will start in 
September when the Navy and 
Air Force planes go to New 
Zealand, prepared to push on 
to the Antarctic in mid-October. 

In the first operation of this 
year’s expedition, Navy Sea- 
bees will construct the research 
station at the geographic South 
Pole on a 10,000 foot plateau. 
They will build the station with 
500 tons of materials which the 
Air Force’s eight Giant C-124 
Globemasters will fly from Mc- 
Murdo sound and drop by para- 
chute. 

Other stations in the Antarc- 
tic are scheduled to be complet- 
ed between October and March. 

Rear Adm. Richard E. Byrd, 
first man to fly over the South 
Pole, will again be the “officer 
in charge” of United States 
Antarctic programs. Read Adm.

If the decision is taken to 
internationalize control of the 
canal and Nasser refuses to 
agree, the problem then will be 
presented as to how he can be 
forced to assent. Present think- 
ing in the British and French 
delegations is that diplomatic 
and economic sanctions could 
be applied first and force used 
as a last resort 

It would be a misfortune if 
the United States fails to real- 
ize how vital the Suez canal is 
to Western Europe, south Asia 
and the Far East and if Amer- 
ican influence is used in such 
a manner that the Egyptian 
imitation Hitler can blackmail 
the West through his control 
of the canal 

It is the nature of dictators 
to become bolder and more de- 
manding with each’ success. 
The British and Frgnch see this 
happening already in the case 
of Nasser 

Issue Is Vital. 

As the British and . French 
see it. if Nasser’s action is al- 
lowed to stand-the British po- 
sition in the Middle East will 
be destroyed and the French 
position in North Africa will 
become untenable. 

In Europe, statesmen are 
greatly distressed that Ameri- 
can preoccupation with the next 
election is so intense that there 
is little realization that the West 
is faced with a crisis as im- 
portant as the reoccupation of 
the Rhineland by Hitler in 1936, 
the Munich pact or the attack 
on South Korea. 

They see this as one of the

At President Eisenhower's first press confer- 
ence in eight weeks, the questioning naturally 
fell heaviest on two topics: his running mate, 
and his health. In both fields, the answers left 
something to be desired. 

The President appears to be trying to stand 
above the controversy over a Republican candi- 
date for Vice President. It cannot be done. He 
is in the controversy already, and has been ever 
since he warmly indorsed Mr. Nixon for re- 
nomination. 


Now the President repeats his indorsement of 
Mr. Nixon, but adds that the San Francisco con- 
vention will be “open” to other nominations, 
and upholds the “right” of Harold Stassen to 
campaign as an individual for Gov. Herter of 
Massachusetts. 


As the President should know, the convention 
is not going to reject Mr. Nixon so long as it 
thinks the President wants Mr. Nixon. And it 
will think the President wants Mr. Nixon so long 
as National Chairman Leonard Hall is leading 
the campaign for him; so long as members of 
the Cabinet are openly supporting the campaign 

In these circumstances it is a fiction to pre- 
tend that the President has expressed no pref- 
erence and that the whole matter lies in the 
hands of the convention. As of now, the fact is 
that the President supports Mr. Nixon and sup 
ports no other candidate. He has not done what 
he did in 1952—listed five or six nominees who 
would be acceptable. This time the list contains 
one name only. And so the convention, unless 
he gives some other sign in the meantime, will 
find it virtually impossible to nominate anybody 
but Mr 

We hope the President fully understands that 
in that event he will bear direct responsibility 
for retaining Mr. Nixon as his potential suc- 
cessor, 

As to his health, the country is happy to know 
that Mr. Eisenhower, though obviously not feel- 
ing up to par, still has no doubts about his physt- 
cal ability to serve another four-year term.

The wave of self-maiming by inmates of Geor- 
gia’s Rock Quarry state prison has brought a 
demand for legislative inquiry. At this distance 
the proposal seems to be very much in order. 
Prisoners do not cripple ‘themselves for the 
sheer fun of it. And at Rock Quarry in two 
days 41 convicts broke their own legs with 10- 
pound sledgehammers. Why? 

Prison Director Jack Forrester dismisses the 
whole business as a “frameup” by inmates to do 
away with the prison. Maybe so. Rock Quarry 
in the Georgia system is said to be comparable 
to Alcatraz in the federal system. That is, both 
institutions exist because of a philosophy that 
the only way to handle some prisoners is through 
iron discipline administered with an iron hand, 
the rougher the better. 

There is nothing novel about this school of 
penal philosophy. For the unimaginative penal 
administrator, it provides an easy way out. In- 
mates stay in line or else they are shipped off 
to a place like Rock Quarry or Alcatraz, and 
there they really get what is coming to them. 
This helps reduce administrative pressures 
throughout the remainder of the penal system. 

A great many of those who serve their time 
in such an institution eventually will return to 
the outside world. And that suggests a ques- 
tion that might be pertinent in the Rock Quarry 
case: If at release time the ex-inmates of this 
place have been transformed into brutes, wild 
men with an overpowering hate and contempt 
for society, what has society gained?

Afraid of a Plaza Decision? 

What is delaying a decision on sale of the 
cleared ground in the Plaza area? More than 
two months ago the Urban Redevelopment Corp. 
of St. Louis bid $450,000 for the 6.65-acre site— 
or about $1.50 a square foot. That was the 
only offer, but someone in authority has been 
unable to decide whether to take it or leave it. 
The decision now has been postponed for still 
another month. 

On its face, the situation suggests that the 
“someone” who cannot or will not make a de- 
cision undoubtedly is a federal housing official 
in Washington. Officials of the municipal Land 
Clearance Authority here surely could have 
made up their minds by now. And the reason 
for this unhappy paralysis of the Washington 
will undoubtedly is a fear that the $450,000 
offer may be regarded as too low. 

We have no idea what the Plaza ground 
might be worth if it were offered for unre- 
stricted exploitation, Certainly it would bring 
substantially more than the Redevelopment 


Corp. offered. But the land is not being offered 


on an unrestricted basis. To the contrary, the 
successful bidder must agree to conform to an 
approved plan for the area’s overall develop- 
ment. This greatly reduces its value to those 
seeking to make a fast dollar. 

The Urban Redevelopment Corp. is a private 
organization of some 69 St. Louis civic leaders 
and business firms. It proposes to erect on 
the Plaza site five 15-story buildings containing 
1087 .apartments for middle-income tenants. 
The Corporation’s aim is to create a community 
improvement, not private profit; many of its 
stockholders undoubtedly could enjoy far 
greater returns on their money in other invest- 
ments. Perhaps that explains why nobody else 
bid for the ground. 

In any case nobody else did bid. If the cor- 
poration’s offer was too low, why did no other 
developer make a higher one? We hope the 
Washington officials who are considering the 
matter bear in mind the primary fact that this

is no scheme for windfall profits but a broadly 
based community enterprise for planned re- 
development. It must be judged of that basis, 
not on the basis of commercial or speculative 
considerations. 
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Four Years Is.a Long Time 

A group calling itself The Committee of One 
Million Against the Admission of Communist 
China to the United Nations has a proposition 
for both political parties. The committee sug- 
gests that both Republican and Democratic plat- 
forms this year include a plank beginning, “We 
continue to oppose the seating of Communist 
China in the United Nations...” 

No doubt this proposition has political appeal. 
Time magazine commends the twin planks as 
“the wisest sort of politics for both parties” and, 
time-wise, finds that “overwhelming U.S. opin- 
ion” is on that side. 

Congress obviously agrees. In the last mo- 
ments of the session, the Senate passed a reso- 
lution against seating Red China in the U.N. by 
86 votes to 0. The House had already acted with 
similar unanimity, 391 to 0. 

Thus the fundamental proposition of the Na- 
tionalist China lobby has been pushed neatly 
through a vacuum. For there seems to be no 
opposition, and next to no questioning. But are 
there no questions? 

Congress has adopted such resolutions rou- 
tinely in each year since 1951, but such resolu- 
tions are good for one year. That allows at least 
a little flexibility in policy toward Red China 
in case conditions change. But if the political 
parties adopt a similar plank, they commit them- 
selves for four years. 

In those four years no Administration, Repub- 
lican or Democratic, could support anything but 
unalterable opposition to Red China without 
deserting the party platform. 

A lot can happen in four years. It is not at 
all impossible that the U.N. might seat Red 
China despite American opposition. Or the West 
might find that one way to gain concessions 
from China is to grant her U.N. membership, 
and the question then would be whether the 
concessions were more important than a U.N. 
seat. 


Adamant party platforms would hinder the 
kind of bargaining which is basic to diplomacy. 
Refusal even to review the problem of Red 
China would cause friction with our allies, as it 
already has, and would be impossible to justify 
to neutral nations whom we seek as friénds. 

Perhaps, as Time says, public opinion is 
against seating Red China in the U.N.—at this 
time. Perhaps the Committee of One Million 
even speaks for one million. But if anything 
is to be done about Red China short of war, it 
will have to be done through shrewd and flex- 
ible policies. Does it make sense to try to tie 
the hands of our national diplomacy for four 
years? 
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New Look for a Bank Note 


The Old Lady of Threadneedle Street has 


been so discreet about it that it jolly well 
escaped our notice. The British £5 note, which 
contains almost three times as many square 


inches as a $5-bill, is to be reduced in size 
early next year, according to the Bank of Eng- 
land. The change, which wiff make it almost 
as small as our note, will be the first alteration 
in size or design in 100 years. 

This reminds us that back in April 1929 when 
the Treasury announced reductions in the size 
of our paper money there was considerable bal- 
lyhoo. The Comptroller of*the Currency said in 
a radio address that the paper saved would cover 
37 100-acre farms, which was rather an impres- 
sive statement even in those boom days before 
the market crashed. 

But the Old Lady of Threadneedle Street 
coul4 not even unbend enough to say just what 
is going to happen to that famous old Edward 
Lear rhyme about the owl and \the pussy-cat 
who went to sea in a beautiful pea-green boat 
and “took some heney, and plenty of money, 
wrapped up in a £5 note.” 
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Raemaekers 

The name alone should remind anyone wh® 
lived through World War I of blazing anti-Ger- 
man cartoons, first published in the Nether- 
lands and then spread across the world. And 
for those who do not recognize the name of Dr. 
Louis Raemaekers, who died a few days ago 
at Scheveningen, we reprint on this page two 
examples of his wartime work of 40 years ago. 

Raemaekers, the son of a country editor, was 
contentedly painting the tulip fields of his na- 
tive land when the Kaiser’s army burst into 
neighboring Belgium in 1914. He had until then 
been an art student, illustrator and painter 
more than political cartoonist. But the “rape of 
Belgium,” as he later portrayed it, led Raemaek- 
ers into the production of more than 1200 car- 
toons against Kaiserism and Kultur. 

Leaving critical judgment aside, these car- 
toons were certainly strong propaganda: the 
black German knight cutting down the cross; 
a loutish peasant in spiked helmet wondering 
at his crimes: agony under Zeppelins; Nurse 
Cavell before the firing squad; bodies floating 
under U-boats. Everywhere civilization was 
penciled over in forms of brute force. 

From the Telegraf of Amsterdam these car- 
toons reached the world through other news- 
papers, through Allied propaganda, even through 
millions of postcards. Were they effective? In 
an editorial addressed to the Dutch people the 
Cologne Gazette said: “After the war Germany 
will settle the accounts with Holland, and for 
each calumny, for each cartoon of Raemaekers, 
she will demand payment with the interest that 
is her due.” 

That payment was, of course, never extracted. 
Ten years after the war ended, in its fiftieth 
anniversary edition of 1928, the Post-Dispatch 
published a special Raemaekers cartoon. It de- 
picted. Europe bound in chains spelling “tradi- 
tion’”and appealing to Uncle Sam, who told her 
that Europe would find a good road as soon as 
she put her chains in a museum. 

Then with peace and passing time the pencil 
and name of Raemaekers faded. He returned 
to the tulip fields, having left behind more than 
a thousand drawn documents of history. 
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A Reward in Child Safety:

A Jury Acted While Congress Sat 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Grand jury was much more severe on lobbyist activities exposed 
by Senator Case than was congressional committee; editorial says 
indictment of oil company and attorneys was logical; yet Senate 
has delayed on full lobby igquiry and public is losing patience.

The grand jury which investigated 
the lobbying activities of John M. 
Neff, Elmer Patman and the Superior 
Oil Co. was less lenient than the George 
committee which probed into these 
affairs for the Senate. 

Senator George and his colleagues 
found that the Superior lobbyists had 
clearly attempted to influence the vote 
of the Senate .on the natural gas bill 
and that their aetions were “manifestly 
improper.” But they expressed doubt 
that the law had been violated. 

After a more thorough examination 
of the facts a grand jury has brought 
in a six-count indictment naming the 
Messrs. Neff and Patman and Superior 
Oil. 

In our opinion, this is a logical re- 
action to the known facts. Under Sec- 
tion 204, Title 18, of the United States 
Code, it.is a crime to offer anything of 
value to a member of Congress to in- 
fluence his vote or decision on any 
legislative matter. Mr. Neff has ad- 
mitted offering $2500 for Senator Case’s 
campaign fund and seeking informa- 
tion about his stand on the gas Dill. 
The money came from Howard B. Keck, 
president of Superior Oil, through Mr. 
Patman. 

Certainly a jury should have a chance 
to decide whether this gift was a de- 
liberate attempt to assure a favorable 
vote on the bill by Senator Case. Like- 
wise the indictment lays down extreme- 


ly damaging charges of illegal lobbying 
on the part of lawyers who had not reg- 
istered as lobbyists. 

While this prosecution properly moves 
forward, the select committee set up by 
the Senate to conduct a thorough in- 
quiry has lapsed into inactivity. The 
committee has conducted a few public 
hearings, and its staff is busy probing 
into the lobbying and political opera- 
tions of the big oil companies. 

Up to the adjournment of Congress, 
its disclosures had been quite insignifi- 
cant. It is difficult to believe, in the 
light of the Case episode, that this 
means the lobbyists have left no slime 
on their trails. 

The committee has now been in op 
eration since March. Surely four months 
should have been time enough to get its 
bearings and to disclose at least a par- 
tial view of what the high-pressure boys 
have been up to. 

Its general apathy coincides with the 
failure of the majority and minority 
leaders to bring to a vote the f elec- 
tions bill intended to correct some of 
the abuges already exposed. Unless the 
committee goes into action shortly after 
the adjournment of. Congress, it will 
have to be written down as a failure. 

Already public confidence in it has 
sagged to a low level, and there is grave 
doubt that it can regain the momentum 
that an investigation of such importance 
should have. 


Chipping Off the Dollars

Wastefulness of early lumbering op 
erations in Wisconsin is legend. Only 
choice logs were taken out of the 
woods. Of the trees’ which yielded 
them, a great deal was left behind to 
rot—or feed a forest fire. 


Of the logs which reached the mills, 
much went into “slabs” and “edgings” 
and other waste. This was sold for a 
pittance, given away for fuel, or burned. 

Lumbering is doing a slow comeback 
in Wisconsin. It is a very different 
and considerably less wasteful opera- 
tion. But a Wisconsin lumberman told 
a meeting in Wausau recently of “chip- 
ping” practices in the East and West 
which save great quantities of good 
wood and at the same time provide 
added raw material for paper mills. 

The Wall Street Journal described 
how Western saw mills have turned to 
producing “pulping chips” from what 


was formerly waste—and making a nice 
profit out of this conservation. An 
Oregon mill operator was quoted as 
saying that waste wood formerly sold 
as fuel for $1.25 per 2400 pounds now 
goes into chips for paper mills, at 
$11.50 per 2400 pounds. His mill pro- 
duces $30,000 worth of chips a month. 
The opportunity is here; too, to reap 
iles of pulping chips and dollars now 
eing lost. One Wisconsin sawmill 
operator estimates that his plant alone 
could provide 3500 tons a year. At the 
rate of one ton of chips for every 
thousand board feet of lumber sawed, 
Wisconsin veneer and saw mills could 
product at least 300,000 tons a year, 
worth somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $2,500,000. 
Business men and conservationists 
shouldn't need much .persuading to 
push this idea in Wisconsin.

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“Well, Have You Nearly Done?” We Wage War on Divine Principles 
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Between Book Ends 


World Peace His Mission 


ALTARS OF THE EAST, by Lew Ayres. (Double 
day, 204 pgs., $4.50.) 

That the motion picture star of “All 
Quiet on the Western Front,” the “Dr. 
Kildare” series and “Johnny Belinda” 
is seriously interested in religion has 
been known since 1941 when he de- 
clared himself a conscientious objector 
to military service. Last year this in- 
terest sparked a 40,000 mile world tour 
to make a color motion picture of the 
various religious faiths of the Orient. 
“Altars of the East’” is Lew Ayres’s 
chatty account of his trip, interspersed 
with snatches of historical information 
concerning the religions he photo- 
graphed and wedges of personal phi- 
losophy. 

Unfortunately it is not a very good 
book. To come off, a book of this sort 
does not require scholarly knowledge 
of .its subject, but it does require in- 
sight and narrative ability beyond what 
Mr, Ayres provides. The difficulties and 
annoyances of toting cameras up moun- 
tains in Japan, of finding electrical out- 
lets in Ceylon, and of being censored in 
Egypt contain, intrinsically, a good deal 
of human interest potential. 


But Mr. Ayres seldom lifts his ma- 
terial above the Jevel of routine trave- 
logue letters to one’s aunt. His percep- 
tions into the effect of Eastern religions 
on human lives are not particularly 
revealing or interesting, and he fails 
to transmit to the reader why either he 
or the people he observed regard this 
material as important. 


In the end the book derives its worth 
mostly from the importance of its ob- 
jective. “If,I was enthusiastic about 
the subject of world peace before this 
trip,” Ayres writes, “I am now fanatic. 
I hoped that by making a film on the 
most dearly held affections and deep- 
est secrets of the Auman heart I might 
bring the viewing world a little more 
understanding of its fellow man.” 

Though the films themselves have 
yet to reach St. Louis, I expect they go 
a long way toward this objective. But 
the book should have been written “by 
Lew Ayres as told to” someone like 
Aldous Huxley, Christopher Isherwood, 
or Marco Pallis. HUSTON SMITH.

The 
national prestige of both America and 
Russia has bécome involved, making 
any settlement difficult. 

Such an issue could best be treated 
as a legal problem by an international 
board of jurists, Brook declares. In- 
ternational lawyers, sitting as a rela- 
tively impartial court, could issue or- 
ders binding upon the United Nations. 
Undoubtedly creating such an admis- 
sions committee would lessen, al- 
though not eliminate, controversy in 
this field. Creation of such a board 
would require amendment of the U.N. 
Charter. Brook declares this is an 
amendment worth making, for it is 
tragic as well as foolish that admission 
to an organization formed to relieve 
world tension should itself become the 
subject of a debate greatly increasing 
tension.

$14,200,000 BUDGE! 


Lutheran Fiscal Conference

A budget of $14,200,000 for 
the fiscal year starting next 
Feb. 1 was approved today by 
delegates attending the annual 
fiscal conference of the Luther- 
an Church-Missouri Synod, 
meeting at Concordia Seminary. 

The figure represents a 10 
per cent increase over the 
$12,900,000 budget approved 
last year, which it turn was 42 
per cent higher than the budget | 
voted in 1954. 

About 200 representatives of 
the Synod’s 32 districts in North 
America attended the fiscal 
meeting. 

Funds allocated for 1957 in- 
clude $5,350,722 for training of 
ministers and parochial school 
teachers; $2,194,096 for mission 
work in the Western Hemi- 
sphere; $1,719,000 for the gos- 
pel ministry program in non- 
American countries, and $776,- 
500 for the synod’s television 
series, “This Is the Life.” 

Other funds were allocated 
for social welfare work, new 
church buildings, medical mis- 
sions, academic research, pub- 
lic relations and administration, 
and parish education.

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CONVICT TELLS 


OF LEG-BREAKING 
ASSEMBLY LINE 


3 Inmates Walked Line 
Swinging Sledge 
Hammers, Inquiry Is 


Told. 


BUFORD, Ga., Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Mass leg-breakings at the Geor- 
gia Rock Quarry prison were 
not self-mutilation but a plan- 
ned protest in which three con- 
victs swinging 20-pound sledges 
crushed their companions’ legs 
on a grim assembley line basis, 


a legislative committee was told 
today 
A 46-year-old convicted rob- 


ber who had been held in soli- 
tary confinement as a suspected 
ringleader in the affair un- 
folded a bizarre story of swift 
mutilation before a joint com- 


mittee of the Georgia House 
and Senate sitting to inquire 
into prisoners’ claims that ex- 
cessively harsh conditions 


prompted the spectacular pro- 
test. 

He said three white men were 
selected to do the leg smashing 


and last Monday at the prison 
quarry the protest group with- 
drew from the sight of guards 


during a rest period. Twenty- 
six sat down in a line, he con- 
tinued, each placed a leg across 
two rocks about eight inches 
apart and the hammer swingers 
walked swiftly along the line 
striking the legs so hard “‘you 
could htar the bones pop.” 
One Broke His Own. 

Then, the prisoner said, the 
. three men sat down, two broke 
each others’ legs and the third 
broke his own. As far as he 
knew. that was the onlv self- 
inflicted injury of that day. 

The whole operation § took 
only about five minutes. The 
Witness said there was little 
Outcry among the men as the 
bones crunched although most 
of them looked away or shut 
their eyes as the heavy ham- 
mer descended 

He said the seven Negroes 
who were party to the plans 
did not participate in this first 
breaking but broke each others’ 
legs about 20 minutes later in 
similar fashion. He didn’t de- 
scribe the breakings of five 
more legs on Tuesday which 
brought to 41 the number of 
convicts whose legs were broken 
or badly cut and bruised in the 
two-day period. 

The witness claimed to have 
known of the plans but said * ‘I 
wouldn't do it. 

He was the fifth prisoner to 


testify in the open hearing and | 


like three of those who. pre- 
ceded him he told legislators 


the guards at the rock quarry | 


beat and mistreated prisoners. 

Committee to Visit Hospital. 

The committee goes tomor- 
row to Reidsville where the 41 
injured prisoners are at the 
hospital of the state’s main pen- 
itentiary. 

One of those who reported 
guard brutality was a slim 20- 
year-old who has been only a 
short time at this prison for 
hard-to-handle convicts. He tes- 
tified guards “slap you if you 
don’t do something promptly 
and if you don't say ‘boss’ after 
he asks you a question. 

At the direction of Jack For- 
rester, director of corrections, 
and Senator D. B. Blalock, act- 
ing committee chairman, names 
of prisoner-witnesses were with- 
held. 

In reply to a question by Sen- 
ator George Brooks of Craw- 
ford, the convict told of his 
duties in the rock quarry, the 
principal working place for this 


prison which was established | 
for incorrigibles and is known | 


as Georgia's “little Alcatraz.” 
He told of pushing a wheel- 
barrow loaded with rocks and 
said “I wouldn’t say the men 
could stand up under the work 
here very long. Pushing wheel- 


barrows gets your feet so you | 


can hardly go on.’ 
Tells of Beatings. 


Asked how the guards treated 
the men, the prisoner said “I 
have seen men hit with a slap- 


stick, I've seen them hit a lot 
of times.” 
This prisoner, serving 


eight-year term for armed rob- 
bery and held at the 
quarry camp for seven weeks, 


Was preceded on the stand by 
an older convict whd said he | 


had been in prison since 1944 
and at the quarry camp 
months. Earlier, he had served 
14 months here. 

This man, a convicted burglar, 
drew a much brighter picture 
of conditions, saying “I’ve 
worked much harder at other 
types of jobs outside.” 
construction work and a job in 
an aluminum plant as being 
more difficult. 

He said the food was the best 


he ever had had in any prison | 


since 1944 and declared he had 
neither “heard nor seen” any 
guard brutality. 

The committee decided to 
pick at random about a dozen

the inmates. 
Would Break Other Leg.

after the revolution, is the one 
which caused the French Pre- 
mier’s concern. In it Nasser 
expounded the idea that Egypt 
was the center not only of the 
Arab world from Asia to the 
Atlantic, but also of Africa 
Arab, African, Islamic Worlds. 


“Can we fail,” he wrote, “to 
see that there is an Arab 
circle surrounding us, that this 


circle is part of us and we are 


part of it? ... Can we possibly 
ignore the fact that there is an 
African continent which fate 
decreed us to be part of, and 
that it is also decreed that a 
terrible struggle exists for its 


future . ' Can we further 
ignore the existence of an 
Islamic world with which we 


are united by bonds created 
not only by religious belief but 


also reinforced by historic 
realities’ 

“For some reason it seems 
that within the Arab circle 


there is a role wandering aim- 
lessly in search of a hero... 
It seems to me that this role, 
exhausted by its wanderings, 
has at last settled down tired 
and weary near the borders of 
our country, and is beckoning 
us to move, to take up its lines, 
to put on its costume, since no 
one else is qualified to play it.” 

Nasser told himself, he wrote, 
that the region is all one and 
the enemy—the foreigner—all 
the same. Thus, “so long as this 
is true, why do we scatter our 
efforts?” Realizing this after 
the Palestine war. he said, 
began to plan and make po- 
litical contacts for unifying a 
struggle against a common 
enemy “by whatever means.” 

Several Means Used. 

One means: to stir rebellion 
in North Africa against the 
French. Another: violent broad- 
casts in the Swahili language 


against the British in East and | 


Central Africa. He combined 
with Saudi Arabians and Syr- 
ians in violent attacks on the 
Baghdad pact. He played the 
West against the Soviet Union.

srael. 

Nasser has operated within 


the first circle, principally. 
he has kept his “second circle’”’ 
well in view. Here is what he 
said about Africa:

Darkest of all were the 
days following the arrest of the 
“Jewish Doctors” in January 
1953. Jews were removed from 
busses and streetcars there 
were mass arrests, including 14 
officials of the Leningrad Syna- 
gogue. One rabbi was impris- 
oned for preaching a sermon on 
the Messiah. Widespread re- 
ports had it that, at the time 
of Stalin's death, a concentra- 
tion camp for 600,000 Jews was 
being readied in a remote Asian 
outpost 
The majority of Russian Jews 
broke off correspondence with 
American kin in 1948-49. Too 
often an American letter proved 
a one-way ticket to Siberia. 
Friendship for Israel was also 
dangerous. An old man begged 
us to prav for two daughters 
' and a son. sentenced to 10 vears 


in jail after applying for an 
Israeli visa in 1949. One daugh- 
ter, happily. was released, on 
the day we left 


A blanket of fear still en- 
velops these people Their 
rabbi, a rather unwordly scholar 
whom we met, spent three years 
in jail because two of his flock 
had testified that he had de- 
livered an anti-Stalin sermon. 
“Why. do you tolerate such crea- 
tures In congregation” 
we asked. The answer—a help- 
less shrug 

In one small syNagogue room,

we saw many hundreds of 
scrolls of the sacred Torah, 
gathered trom synagogues 
permanently closed When I 


ventured a guess as to their 


number, I was silenced by an 
on-looker. “There are kookers

able fears—but who were we to 
judge? Stalin is dead, but 
among the Jews of Russia his 


ghost lingers. For who can tell. 
they savy, if the present milder 
mood is durable” 

No Smiles in Russia. 

At the Kremlin, our guide 
led us past Stalin's tomb and 
wept openly. “He was a great 
man. He made mistakes—but 
So does every man of action.” 
What about down-grading? 
“That's western propaganda.” 

There were no smiles in Rus- 
sia. Most depressing was the 
sight of hundreds of teen-agers, 
solemn, glum, without anima- 
tion. The grimness was even 
more striking among the Jews. 

They know nothing about 
American Jewish life. We were 
asked about leaders long since 


dead. They listened incredu- 
lously to our accounts of flour- 
ishing religious communities,

I sat in a park in Moscow

Comment on Security. 


In signing the social security 
bill, the President said in a 
statement: 


“I am hopeful that this new 
law, on the whole, will advance 
the economic security of the 
American people.” 


The President said the law 
“contains certain major provi- 
sions which were recommended 
by the Administration.” 


He added that it also includes 
provisions “about which the 
Administration had serious res- 
ervations in their initial form,” 
but those provisions “were mod- 
ified and improved before their 
final enactment and now meet, 
in part, some of the Administra- 
tion's objections.” 

The new disability benefits, 
estimated to average about $75 
a month, are expected to go to 
about 340,000 persons in the 
first year. The payments do 
not start until July 1957. 

Women electing to go on the 
social security retirement rolls 
between 62 and 65 will get 
their first checks in December | 
this year. 200,000 widows, 300,- | 
000 working women, and 300,- 
000 wives of retired husbands. 
Widows will get full benefits 
at 62; others will receive lesser 
amounts. 

The measure also extends so- 
cial security coverage to about 
225,000 additional persons, 
mostly professionals. Medical 
doctors are the only sizeable 
group in the nation not covered 
aside from government workers, ' 
most of whom have their own 
retirement systems. 


Aid to States. 


Another provision increases 
federal grants to the states 
$146,000,000 a year for public 
assistance programs. This is ex- 
pected to mean about $3 or $4 
a month more for the needy 
aged, blind and disabled, and 
about $2 a month additional for 
each child or caretaker under 
the aid to dependent children 
program. 

In signing the bill to increase 
benefits for survivors of service 
men, the President said Con- 
gress “for the first time in 
many years, has given a measure 
of financial security to the fam- 
ilies of our soldiers, sailors, 
airmen and Marines which will 
enable them to face the inher- 
ent hazards and uncertainties 
of military life with increased 
confidence.”

There are 
a lot of very nice peaches, with 
the medium size ones being of- 
fered at reasonable prices. 

These are about two to two- 
and-a-quarter inches in size; 
not too small, just a convenient 
size. You will pay a premium 
for the very large, fancy fruit 
but for most purposes the mod- 
erately sized, moderately priced 
peaches will fill the bill. 

Remember that ripe peaches 
should be stored in the coldest 
part of your refrigerator, and 
used in a short time. If they 
ere slightly green, ripen at 
room temperature but not in 
direct sunlight. 

It is good to know that when 
you eat sliced peaches you are 
getting more than delectable 
flavor. One-half cup serving 
will provide 15 per cent of your 
daily need for Vitamin A and 
10 per cent of your Vitamin C 
requirements. And you need 
tote up only 39 calories on your 
caily count. Providing, that is, 
that you don’t pour on thick 
cream and heap on sugar—and 
if you don’t, you’re a better gal 
thon this weak-willed reporter.

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Amateur Boxers to 
Have Olympic Chance. 


T. LOUIS antateur boxers 
S win have an opportunity of 

entering the Olympic trials 
for this region which will be 
held in Kansas City, if plans 
of the Coaches’ Association 
jell. 

The idea is to hold two 
amateur boxing programs this 
month to provide funds to 
send four to six of the best 
amateurs in the district to the 
trials, the winners of which 
later will participate in the 
national tryouts in California 
for the United States team to 
go to Melbourne, Australia 

Around the country 
ment seems to be that there 
are not so many good ama- 
teur prospects for the Olym- 
pic team as in 1952 when five 
championships were won in 
Helsinki, Finland, by the Unit- 
ed States, which nailed down 
the over-all Olympic unoffi- 
cial title 

Uncle Sam’s 1952 winners 
were: Nate Brooks, flyweight; 
Charles Adkins, light-welter- 
weight; Floyd Patterson, mid- 
dleWeight; Norvel Lee, light- 
heavyweight, and Edward San- 
ders, heavyweight. 

Brooks and Patterson now 
are prominent professionals 
with Patterson likely to meet 
Archie Moore in September 
for the heavyweight cham- 
pionship which was left va- 


senti- 


cant when Rocky Marciano 
retired. 

Patterson, of course. was 
outstanding in the Helsinki 


games, winning as he pleased. 

The United States hadn't 
won a single Olympic boxing 
championship from 1932 until 
1952, but in 1904, when the 
games were held in St. Louis, 
the United States captured 
seven titles, two of them, the 
bantamweight and the feath- 
erweight, by Ollie Kirk, of 
this city. 

Kirk was the only St 
champion in the 
the Olympics 

Reports from the east are 
that the United States will 
have to depend heavily on the 
amateurs who come out of 
the ranks of servicemen in 
this year’s Olympic boxing.

The National A.A.U. tour- 
nament didn’t develop the 
outstanding champions of oth- 
er years and the Golden 
Gloves, too, seemed to be 


somewhat lacking in talent 

With the opportunities 
which the members of the 
armed forces have for in- 
Struction and training, it is 
quite likely that a formidable 
team will represent the Unit- 
ed States at Melbourne. 

Olympic boxing rules in the 
past have been difficult for 
American boxers. There have 
been numerous instances of 
bouts which observers thought 
should have gone to American 
boys but didn’t because of the 
way European officials judge 
bouts. 

There was a concerted ef- 
fort in 1952 to acquaint Unit- 
ed States boxers with the 
rules of the games and the 
trials in this country were 
held under Olympic rules, 
which may have had a big in- 
fluence on the fine results 
for this country. 


Three Big Points. 
HE three big points in 
T Olympic boxing which 
boxers must observé are 
breaking on voice command, 


keeping clear of clinches, 
av oiding dangerous “duck- 
ing. 


Referees in this country are 
prone to break boxers out of 
clinches in both amateur and 
professional bouts but in the 
Olympics a word of command 
from the referee is consid- 
ered sufficient warning for 
the contestants to break out 
of a clinch. 

The bobbing and weaving 
style of American boxers has 
proved troublesome in the 
Olympics, too, and has caused 
United States amateurs to 
lose points on the cards of 
officials.. 

The slam, bang style, so 
popular in this country, just 
doesn't gain the votes of 
Olympic officials and observ- 
ers have said that the Olym- 
pic rules make for dull bouts, 
from the standards of the 
ideas of the boxing fans in 
this country. 

But you can bet the rules 
will be strict in Melbourne, 
where the influence of the 
English will be great, so 
United States amateurs will 
have to be well drilled and 
constantly on their guard to 
avoid loss of decisions or pos- 
sible disqualification in the 
Olympic bouts. 

You'll remember the furor 
which the English kicked up 
over the Rocky Marciano-Don 
Cockell fight in San Francisco 
last year when the English 
accused Rocky of violating 
every rule in the book. 

Actually it seemed that— 
for him—Rocky fought some- 
thing of a boy scout fight that 
night, but English reporters 
claimed he would have been 
disqualified had the match 
been held in England. 

They accused Rocky of hit- 
ting Cockell when Don was 
on one knee on the floor. 
Marciano claimed that he 
couldn’t tell that Cockell’s 
knee was on the floor and 
anyway ‘he had started the 
punch and couldn’t have 
stopped it had he wanted to 
do so. 

Having had a square look at 
the incident, the writer 
agreed with Marciano’s ver- 
sion and saw nothing out of 
line in Rocky’s actions except 
the usual technical infrac- 
tions which were caused by 
the former champion’s awk- 
ward style. 

Should such a thing happen 
in an Olympic bout, however, 
it would go hard with the 
offender, so it will be up to 
the coaches and trainers of 
the United States squad to 
drill the boys thoroughly in 
the rules of the games and 
how best to obey them.

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Bursts of Blooms 


In the Ozarks 


By Leonard Hall 


LD MOTHER NATURE has a calendar of her own 
tz the growing season on which the dates are 
marked off accurately by the blossoming of wild- 
flowers. This calendar celebrates its New Year in early 
March when the tiny 
bluets and Johnny- 
jump-ups appear in 
the fields, soon fol- 
lowed by hepatica, 
rue anemone, spring 
beauty and a few 
more in the wood- 
land. From then un- 
til mid-September in 
our Ozark country, 
never a week goes by 
which isn't celebrat- 
ed by the first open- 
ing of a dozen new 
flowers. April and 
May each bring a 
burst of bloom, but 
the busiest time of 
all is June when a 
single day may be 
marked by as many 
as 10 new blossoms.

Then there are beggar’s ticks, 
thistles, early asters, pennyroyal and nearly a dozen 
of the mints. July is also the flowering season for the 
“etick tights.” a dozen or so of our wild legumes which 
are classified as tick trefoils, and for senna and part- 
ridge pea. Actually, there are many more- -the alee 
ing glories, sedges, guara, evening primrose, St. . ohn's 
wort, night-blooming catchfly, several milkweeds and 
whole families of water plants.

MANY OF THESE flowers of midsummer are plants 
which have survived from an earlier day despite mans 
effort to eliminate from the landscape everything that 
cannot be turned into a cash asset. This is why the 
majority of them are found growing in oda corners of 
the farm which aren't reached by the mowing machine 
or along country roads where the county highway 
funds aren't quite large enough to cover eliminating 
them. Among these are the wild sunflowers, of which 
there are two dozen, and the compass plant, Silphium 
laciniatum, which grows as high as a man or higher 
and is topped with big yellow blooms much resembling 
the sunflowers. When buffalo roamed the little blue- 
stem prairies of the Ozarks on their eastward jour- 
neying, they must have traveled through a sea of yel- 
low blossoms of the compass plant—a wonderful sight, 
though there are few left to care that it will not be 
seen again. There's no profit in Silphium, we Say, SO 
let's spray it with herbicide and get rid of it. A weed 
—nothing more. . . 

The naturalist who knows a bit of ecology might 
question this conclusion. He might point out that 
there are logical reasons for allowing the compass 
plant to occupy its odds and ends of wild land; and 
these in addition to its cheerful yellow flowers and the 
odd fact that the deeply cut leaves alternating on the 
tall stalk tend to point north and south, to which its 
name refers. Silphium is a real builder of soil fer- 
tility, with a huge sweet potato-like root that goes 
down a dozen feet or more and has the typical char- 
acteristic of prairie plants that it can withstand the 
longest drouth. It is also a long-lived perennial, tak- 
ing perhaps 10 years to reach flowering size and sur- 
viving to watch succeeding generations of farmers go 
to their reward. Year after year it pumps up minerals 
from the subsoil for the current year’s growth; and as 
each autumn comes, these essential elements in the 
body of the plant are deposited in the topsoil.

SOME AGRONOMISTS have a tendency to belittle 
the value of such plants in the soil-building process; 
yet it is by mining the richness thus created that we 
have built our much-vaunted system of agriculture. 
One need only watch how cattle crop the wild plants 
in the pasture corners, obviously preferring them to 
the tame plants nearby, to realize that they are rich 
in the stuff that builds bone and muscle. And one 
need only study the steady decline in nutritive value 
of many of our farm crops, despite the yields in bush- 
els or tons, to realize that even “scientific man” can 
still learn from nature. 

This is what we know: that a landscape untouched 
by man.is a stable, life-producing organism, with the 
native plants and animals maintaining the steady flow 
of energy which is necessary. to support this life; and 
that man’s violent attack on this landscape often dis- 
rupts the natural equilibrium with effect more harm- 
ful than is intended or can be fofeseen. The real 
problems which lie ahead for those who deal with 
land today are not problems involving bigger machines 
and heavier dosages of fertilizers, plant killers and in- 
secticides. They will concern themselves, instead, with 
a deeper understanding of ecology, that science which 
investigates the inter-relationships between living or- 
ganisms and their environments.

ler greets you cheer- 
fully. “It's like the 12 labors of 
Hercules, What I mean, it's 
worse than cleaning out the 
Augean stables.” 

Nadler thus describes his job

The Front Porch

NEW YORK, Aug. 2 (AP). 

OLITICIANS today are divided on the importance of 
Prrristie-stop tours in an election campaign. 

It is important, of course, for a candidate to “get 
out and meet the folks.” But just how important is it in 
an age when the candi- 
dates, by means of tele- 
vision, can go into three 
out of every four Ameri- 
can living rooms? 

Political leaders of both 
parties may be missing a 
bet in not reviving the 
old-fashioned front-porch 
campaign. It has been no- 
tably mi in the past 
in electing esidents — 
particularly dignified-look- 
ing Republican candidates 
whose themes were pros- 
perity. 

The Cleveland Plain 
Dealer recently recalled 
the famous front - porch 
victories won by William 
McKinley and Warren G. 
Harding. 
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IN AN EARLIER con- 


HAL BOYLE 
test William Harrison, Whig victor in 1840, wasn’t content 


to rely on his front porch—he used the whole house. Har- 
rison, who died at 68 a month later after taking office, 
was proud of being born in a log cabin. 

So horse-drawn log cabins were featured in many of 
his pol@ical parades, and these symbols of his modest be- 
ginnings helped put him in office. 

In 1896 McKinley conducted a front-porch campaign 
from his Canton (O.) home on the advice of his mentor, 
Mark Hanna. 

Hanna (whom Democrats of the day referred to as 
“Boss” Hanna) helped organize delegations of distinguished 
visitors to the distinguished candidate, with the Repub- 
lican party picking up the tab for many of their fares. 

While resting his feet, McKinley was unsparing of his 
vocal cords. From his front porch he sometimes made as 
many as 20 speeches in 24 hours on the virtues of “a full 
dinner pail.” 

His Democratic opponent, William Jennings Bryan, the 
silver-tongued orator, spoke 600 times in 29 states. He 
got the crowds—McKinley got the votes.

IN 1920 HARDING campaigned from his front porch 
at Marion, O., telling the political pilgrims that what the 
country needed was “a return to normalcy.” Gov. James 
M. Cox, his Democratic rival, made a whirlwind whistle- 
stop tour. But when the votes were counted the verdict 
was for the front porch and normalcy. 

Could a front-porch campaign win today? The growth 
of mass communications would seem to make it simpler 
than ever for a candidate to sit at home, sip lemonade and 
roll up a tidal wave of ballots. 

He could, under the eye of the TV cameras, add folksy 
touches, such as strolling out to the barbecue grill in his 
yard and showing the nation’s housewives his skill at broil- 
ing hamburgers. (Even in prosperity a candidate might 
not want his picture taken in an election year while cook- 
ing a fat juicy steak.) ‘

THE FRONT-PORCH technique offers one big advan- 
tage to the Democrats. It would save them the expense of 
renting a campaign train. Its disadvantage is this: the 
best-known front porch in the Democratic party is that on 
Harry Truman’s big, old, roomy home in Independence, Mo. 
—but Truman says he isn’t available himself. Do any of 
the announced Democratic candidates really have a suit- 
able front porch? That could be a problem. 

The most famous porch in the nation is the contro- 
versial one on the White House, built on order of ex-Presi- 
dent Truman himself after a bitter controversy. 

It would be an odd political irony if President Eisen- 
hower, switching to the tradition of McKinley and Harding, 
should use that porch as a platform for a successful sec- 
ond term. 

Actually, the porch is at the rear of the White House, 
but who'd care about that?

EFORE Hollywood is through refighting World War II 
Bex the Korean War, every section of each branch of the 

service will have had its just dues. The latest organiza- 
tion to be recognized is the naval attack transports, in 
“AWAY ALL BOATS,” at the FOX THE- 
ATER, It is a straightaway history of the 
U.S.S. Belinda, an attack transport in the 
South Pacific fighting in World War II, 
from its commissioning to its final desper- 
ate battle with Japanese kamikaze planes 
off Okinawa, in which only the heroism and 
iron determination of its crew keeps it 
from sinking. 

As a document, it is interesting, and it has been done 
with a good deal of authenticity. It was photographed in 
Vista Vision on naval maneuvers off the Virgin Islands, in- 
volving 200 ships and 10,000 marines, with the U.S.S. Ran- 
dall doubling for the Belinda. It falls short dramatically of 
the better war films, the climax stressing more the ingenuity 
of the officers and chiefs in keeping the vessel afloat with a 
gaping hole below the waterline, and keeping it moving 
after her propeller is broken. 

The central figure is the commander, Capt. Jebediah S. 
Hawks, a stern perfectionist and disciplinarian, who whips a 
green complement (with the exception of four officers and 
several chiefs who have seen much sea service) into shape 


to make them an efficient outfit. Now here is a change of 
pace in World War II movies from the foulups of captains in 


“The Caine Mutiny” and “Mister Roberts,” and one, of 
course, in the interests of justice. However, sad to say, 
Queeg and the Mr. Roberts tyrant were far more interesting 
than the impeccable Capt. Hawks as played with a theatrical 
stuffiness by Jeff Chandler. Most of the other figures, in- 
cluding George Nader, Lex Barker, Keith Andes, Richard 
Boone, Charles McGraw and Frank Faylen, seem much more 
real.

lent had led to his work on 

the Affray. The Affray led 
to his recall te active duty in 
the Navy and, by a chain of 
circumstances, to Tobermory 
and a’ sunken Spanish galleon. 
The deep diving ship Reclaim 
had been carrying out exercises 
on Loch Fyne. Lt. Cmdr. Bat- 
hurst had conferred with the 
Duke of Argyll on the best 
means of raising the Tobermory 
galleon. 

This was a galleon of the 
Spanish Armada, lyingain silt 
in the Bay of Tobermory, Isle 
of Mull, the Hebrides. In the 
spring of 1954 Bathurst told 
Crabb that another attempt was 
to be made. It was to be a 
civilian expedition. Crabb was 
to be asked to lead the divers. 
He applied for unpaid leave 
from the Navy to do the job. 

R. Adm. P. V. McLaughlin, 
Cc. B., D. S. O. R. N. (retd.), was 
in over-all command while 
Crabb commanded the diving. 
First they had to find ships. At 
Bowling on the Clyde they took 
over an aging coaster called 
Ardchattan which was due for 
breaking up. They found a 
working motor boat called the 
Girl Anne, a lifeboat with an 
excellent engine and a hopper 
to hold the doubloons they 
hoped to find in the galleon. 

For divers, Crabb chose Syd- 
ney Knowles, Sam Muskett and 
Terry Yettan. 


By the end of September the 
party had bored down to 78 
feet below the surface. They 
were puzzled by the size and 
quantity of stones they encoun- 
tered over the galleon. The 
stones varied from six inches 
to three feet in diameter. 

Knowles was almost at the 
end of his shift below. He was 
tired and a bit fed up with 
being an underwater navvy. 
With the air lift, he was work- 
ing in a deep hole, boring down 
toward the galleon, facing a 
solid wall of clay. It was 
mucky, dark work. Suddenly 
there was a weight on the back 
of his knees and he was thrown 
forward on his face as a rock 
dislodged from the clay wall 
behind. He tried’ to scramble 
away, but he was pinned se- 
curely with the clay from the 
wall falling in on him, He was 
trapped face downward in the 
clay, 78 feet below the surface. 
Into his telephone he shouted, 
“I’m buried.” 

Terry Yettan had been almost 
ready to relieve Knowles down 
below. He submerged. 

Yettan reported to Crabb that 
he had located Knowles. A 
boulder of about two feet in 
diameter was lodged squarely 
on his back. Yettan announced 
that he had a foothold-and a 
grip and that he was going to 
try to move the rock’ with his 
hands. Over the telephone there 
came a series of grunts, Yettan 
said that he had moved the 
stone. He asked that the eight- 
inch air lift be lowered to him, 
so that he could get the clay 
from Knowles’s back. 

Crabb, full of foreboding, 
sent it down, having it lowered 
two inches at a time when it 
was near them. 

— * - 
NOWLES felt the boulder 
K co. He struggled, managed 
to turn his head inside his 
helmet and looked out of the 
Side glass. He saw the end of 
the air lift dropping toward his 
face, and he howled for all he 
was worth. 

The eight-inch air lift did its 
job, and Yettan said that he 
didn’t need it any longer. He 
thought he could free Knowles 
vith his hands: 

“One foot free,” said Yettan. 
“Both feet. I’m going to drag 
him out.” A long silence fol- 
owed, “Okay,” said Yettan.

alongside the trawler, the ships 
were secured together and a set 
of standard diving gear was 
broken out. A diver would have 
to unwind the wire. The divers 
drew lots and the job fell to 
Knowles. He got off the first 
three turns of wire and then 
ran into difficulties. Crabb, in 
self-contained diving gear, dived 
over to help. Knowles disen- 
tangled the wire, while he swam 
round with the end of it, like 
a hooked fish. The wire was 
made fast to a line aboard Ard- 
chattan and pulled off turn by 
turn, on the Ardchattan’s cap- 
stan. 


They were making progress, 
Crabb concentrating on the 
shaft of the propeller to see 
which loop of wire to work on 
next, when it seemed to him 
that he was growing lighter and 
he had to swim to stay down. 
He did not realize that the 
Ardchattan and the trawler 
were drifting out into the bay. 
In the strong wind the anchors 
of both vessels had dragged. 
The only thing for the Ardchat- 
tan to do was to start her pro- 


pellers. Knowles was warned - 


on his diver’s telephone. He 
knew that there was an imme- 


diate danger of their getting in 


the way of the -Ardchattan’s 
propellers, but he could not 
draw Crabb’s attention. He got 
out fast, knowing that the com- 
mander would notice that and 
follow him. 

When they were both on 
board, the Ardchattan got the 
trawler and itself out of diffi- 
culties. 


“A near do was that, sir,” 
said Knowles. They both 
grinned. When the Ardchattan 
was firmly anchored, they dived 
and cleared the screw. 


When he returned to London, 
Crabb recéived bad news. A let- 
ter from the Admiralty ended 
with this: “Because of the pres- 
ent general position there is no 
possibility of your being asked 
to extend your naval service 
beyond the current period.” As 
a reserve officer he would have 
no pension. Diving for the Navy 
was all that he wanted to do; 
he had neither the desire nor 
the training to follow any other 
trade. But he decided to put 
off the thought of the future 
as he reported to H. M. S. Ver- 
non, the Underwater Counter- 
measures and Weapons Estab- 
lishment at Portsmouth. He had 
no hard feelings toward the 
Navy. Here he concluded his 
active service. 


Just before Chirstmas, 1955, 
Crabb’s luck appeared to change. 
Provision was to be made for a 
Western naval officer to advise 
the Iraqui Navy in underwater 
work and Crabb was privately 
informed that he had a very 
good chance of the job. While 
he waited, he began to work for 
an old acquaintance, as office 
manager of a concern which 
specialized in furnishings for 
espresso coffee bars. 

There followed a change in 
the political situation in the 
Middle East, with no immediate 
likelihood of any Western naval 
officer being called upon to ad- 
vise the Iraqui Navy. Crabb said 
very little about this crushing 
disappointment.

Some Notes on Hors d'Oeuvres, Canapec, Antipasto and Smorgasbord 


By Hoyt Alden 


E HAVE a letter today 
W trom a perplexed young 

reader who is all mixed 
up, she says, on the subject of 
hors d'oeuvres, canapes, anti- 
pasto and similar things, even 
including smorgasbord, 


Wherein lies the difference, 
she wants to know, between 
hors d'oeuvres and canapes, and 
antipasto. Quite often, she 
writes, she finds the same 
things Popping up under ail 
three names. What gives? 


A very good question, and 
one that needs clearing up. But 
it’s a little hard to clear up at 
this stage, because of the grad- 
ual but decided change which 
has taken place in the nature 
and function of all such foods. 

Their original purpose was to 
whet the appetite for the meal 
which was to follow. But in 
recent years they have become 
mainly an adjunct to the cock- 
tail — someth to serve at 
ry parties. 

ick up almost any modern 
cookbook and get to the section 
of appetizers and immediately 
you will find yourself in a dis- 
cussion not of what will whet 
the appetite, but how congenial 
this or that tid-bit will be when 
it meets several martinis in 
your tummy, 


In fact, fn one cookbook 
we found a long list of 
hors d'oeuvres and canapes, 
presented solely, the writer 
made it clear, because “they all 
mate beautifully with booze.”

UT to st back to the ques- 

tion, originally they were 

meant to whet the appetite 
and alert the old digestive 
juices for the meal to come. 

Antipasto is an Italian-style 
appetizer, hors d'oeuvres are 
French, but they have a lot in 
common. Antipasto is called 
such because it is eaten not 
only as an appetizer, but to off- 
set the pasta (macaroni, spa- 
ghetti, ete. or et al.) which 
usually follows. The secret of a 
good antipasto, the Italians say, 
lies in combining rich foods 
with delicate foods.

A typical platter of an- 
tipasto may contain sliced to- 
matoes, slices of melon, radish- 
es and celery and olives, thin 
slices of salami and prosciutto 
ham, and a salad of shredded 
cabbage, olives, tuna fish, ca- 
pers, parsley and diced celery, 
seasoned only with salt, pepper 
and oil. 


Sardines and salmon are pop- 
ular in antipasto. Other things 
that go well, in addition to the 
ham and sausage already men- 
tioned, are crabmeat, large 
boiled shrimp served cold, lob- 
ster, oysters, fresh red or green 
peppers, artichoke hearts and 
asparagus tips. Not to mention 
carrot sticks, green and black 
olives, anchovies and various 
Italian cheeses.

Hors in English means out- 
side, and oeuvre means work, 
by which the term is generally 
translated to mean “outside the 
work,” or something apart from 
the meal. 


Originally hors d'oeuvres were 
meant to be eaten at the table, 
with knife and fork, to whet the 
appetite for the main paft of 
the meal. Therein they are dis- 
tinguished from canapes, which 
were designed to be eaten with 
the fingers. 

The French, who originated 
their own hors d'oeuvres, usu- 
ally serve three types, meats, 
salads and sea foods. But the 
list of things that can be served 
as hors d’oeuvres is almost end- 
less. Sausages of all kinds, 
pates, smoked salmon, sardines, 
filets of herring, Bismarck her- 
ting, stuffed eggs, various let- 
tuce salads, olives, shrimp, and 
so forth. 


In addition to which there 
are the hot hors d'oeuvres on 
which one can make a meal and 
on which many persons who go 
to cocktail parties do. There 
are the deep-fried scallops, the 
oysters wrapped in bacon and 
broiled, clam shells stuffed with 


crab meat, curried chicken balls, 


hot stuffed mushrooms, and cro- 


quette of lobster, just to name 
afew. But as you can see, they 
can hardly be called appetizers, 
unless you have the same kind 
of bravery as the man. who ate 


fone salted peanut and quit.

A strict interpretation, is &m 


appetizer consisting of a 
small piece of plain or toasted 
bread topped with caviar or 
some other delicacy. It is meant 
to be picked up and eaten with 
the hands, and it perhaps more 
naturally than any of the 
others becomes an adjunct to 
the cocktail. 

Smorgasbord, common to all 
Scandinavian countries — not 
just Sweden — means literally 


*“gpread for bread,” and that’s 


how it started. It was meant as 
a forerunner for dinner, buf it 
too has undergone quite a 
change. It is now a meal, and 
what a meal, There seems no 
longer to be any set rules as 
to what shall be called smorgas- 
bord. Most smorgasbord boards 
will display remnants of the 
Scandinavian influence in such 
things: as pickled herring, her- 
ring in cream, Swedish meat 
balls, mackerel in aspic and so 
forth 


But it can and does offer such 
things as a wide variety of 
cheeses, salt herring, jellied 
eel, fresh shrimp, whole an- 
chovies, cheese spreads, veal in 
aspic, ham, roast beef, corned 
beef, tongue, potato salad, cole 


slaw, pickles, olives, relishes 
and celery and smal] boiled 
potatoes. 


Then the hot dishes, omelets, 
beef stew, meat balls, kidney 
stew, stuffed cabbage, boiled 
lamb in dill sauce, and Swedish 
hash, just to name some. 


Unlike Americans, who just 
dig in, the Scandinavians have 
a system for eating smorgas- 
bord. They eat first their her- 
ring and other cold fish, then 
jellied or cold meats and salads, 
and finally the hot dishes. For 
dessert, the Scandinavians us- 
ually confine themselves to 
cookies and coffee, and it isn't 
hard to see why.
